City Improvements : the opening out of new 
Thoroughfares in the vicinity of 
Jaun Bazar. 





From Ravexs TromPaon, Exq., Junior Seorctary to the 
Government of Hengal, to tho Secretary to tho Muniespal 
Commissioners—(dated the 2nd July 1s6v.) 


Sin—In examining the Plan sent up with 
your letter No. $215, dated the 14th ultimo, re- 
garding a proposed new Street between Dhurrum- 
tollah and Jaun Bazar Streets, and a widening of 
that one of the several Jaun Bazar Lanes which 
wil form a continuation of it, the Lieutenant- 
Governor has suggested, as will he seen from my 
letter No. $482, of this day’s date, a widening of 
Madge’s Lane, running into Sudder Street. This 
ives rise to tho further suggestion of widening 
the portion of Suddor Street fring between Madge's 
lane and the Chowringheo im- 
provement which would increase the value of the 
intended new line of widened Street between 
Sudder Street and Dhurrumtollah. 

2. The widening of Sudder Street, however, 
would have the intrinsic advantago of piving a 
good entrance to the Small Cause Court from that 
Street, and thus would enable Government to 
mnake the empty space between the Small Cause 
Court and the Chowringhee Road available either 
for another Public Office or for a Public Tostitution, 
fuch perhaps as the Dalhousie Institute, or a 
‘Theatre, or any other Building required by the 
Jublie; of else for sale as private building ground ; 
and this-without inconvenience to the Small Cause 
Court SL 

8. $4 in to-be feared, that Sudder Street could 
not be: ewfiviently onl without destroying 
the corner House between it and the Compound of 








the Small Cause Court, But perhaps the acqui- 
sition for useful purposes of tle Western half of 
thut Compound might enable Government to de- 
fray this part of the expense, and to make over as 
much of the ground attached to the comer House 
as would be necessary for widening Sudder Street, 

4. The square thus made between Sudder 
Street on the one side, and the Jinjeree Talao and 
St. Paul’s School on the other, having in at only 
Pubhe Buildings, and beng open to the Esplanade, 
would Le both ornamental and healthy. 

5. The Licutenant-Governor desites that the 
Commissioners will take this plan into their con- 
sideration, and Jet him know their opmion of it; 
and that they will at the same time be so gond as 
to supply a rough calculation of the financial 
results, in respect: both to Government and to the 
Municipality.

2. Inreply, I am directed to obyerve, that the 
Surveyor to the Commissioners has received orders 
to set to work ab onco for carrying out the much 
required sniproveminy and_ the Commissioners are in 
hopes that the new thoroughfare will be open to the 
public by the end of the current year. 


8. The Commissioners fally concur in the views 
of His Honor the Lioutenant-Governor regarling 
the advantages that would result from widening Jaan 
Bazar, 2nd Lanc, and Madge's Lane, to an extent 
which would render them of an uniform width wich 
the new thoroughfare from Dhurrumtollsh to Jaun 
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Bazar Strest. Independent of the increased ventilu- 
tion of a densely-populated part of the Town, the 
widening of the Lanes will convert them into regular 
thoroughfares, and thus be the means of relieving the 
crowded traffic which at present is forced throu, 
Free School Street from Dhurrumtollah to Sadder 
Street. The widening of the Lancs in question will 
moreover necessitate the removal of a number of 
Huts closely huddled together in that locality, and 
thereby afford building sites for Houses, the rent of 
which will come within the reach of the middlo 
classes, and therefore in itself prove of great benefit 
to the residents of this Town. The Commissioners 
are of opinion that, for this lattor consideration alone, 
the outlay the contemplated improvement will involve 
upon the Municipal Funds would be perfectly 
justifiable. 

4. With reference, however, to the proposed en- 
trance to the Small Cause Court from Sudder Street, 
it appears to the Commissioners, that it would be 
desirable to widen Madge's Lane beyond the thirty- 
six feot, as such can be effected at present at a small 
outlay, there being no pucka Buildings on the Western 
side of the Lane.

Magistrate of Farreedpore, 
to the Commissioner of Circuit, 15th Division, Dacca,— 
(dated the 6th Novornber 1860.) 


Si,—I nave the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt. of your letter dated the 2nd instant, 
requesting a farther report on the subject of the 
state of the District in connection with the 
Indigo question, ) 


2. In continuation then of my letter dated 
the 22ud ultimo, I have to report that the num- 
ber of petitions daily filed by Ryots against 
Planters and Factory Servants has not decreased. 
It has, [ think, rather increased ; but since the 
date of my last report they have principally come 
from the Cossimpore quarter, Mr Smith’s Concern, 

3, The character of the petitions continues the 
same. ‘They for the most part contain no com. 
plaint of uny oppression us yet committed, but 
express the Petitioners’ apprehension that they will 
be seized and compelled to enter into engagemente 
to cultivate, 

4, ‘That as far as regards Mr. Smith’s Concern, 
these apprehensions are without good foundation, 
1 have little doubt, as that Gentleman has assured 
me that he had without any difficulty eompleted 
the whole of his advances for the ensuing season 
by about the 10th of September, and up to and 
even beyond that time he had experienced no kind 
of opposition. As I before reported to you, his 
Concern was the last to be affected by the general 
movement ; but when it onco began there, it 
spread with great rapidity. 


5. Within thelast few days, a serious act of 


violence has been reported to me, as having been 
committed by a number of Ryols of Villages in 
the Belgatchee Thunnah, who, it is said, attacked 
and plundered the house ofa Factory Servant of 
Mr. Battersby’s Faetory at Sudderdic. I have 
directed the Darogah to’ proceed to the spot in 
person, and to institute a careful investigation of 
the case. 


6. Jn other parts of Mr. Battersly’s Concern, 
especially at Modhookhally, the people are said to 
be turbulently dieposed, and Mr. Pinto, the Mana- 
gor of the Mudhvokhally Factory, has reported to 
me that the Factory Cowherd has been severely 
beaten by the Villagers. The Darogah of Bhoosh- 
nah has heen in that quarter lately, and he reports 
that he hus left the Thannah Jemadar to keep the 
peace, a 

7. There is an improvement in one part of the 
District, viz, about Soudpore and Goalbarie, wit” 
Mr. Bell’s Concern extends. Bince my visit to 
that quar er, no further violence has been reported 
against any party, and no petitions have been 
mado by Ryots. Ihear'that many of the latter 
are now voluntarily conceding a portion of their 
lands and labor to the cultivation of Indigo. 


8. At present, my hands are full of business in 
tho Sudder Station, but I propose, as soon asl 
can get away for a few days, to make a little tour 
in that part of the District where the sem

2, The Lieutenant-Governor considevs the re- 
port contained in the 5th paragraph, of a serious 
act of violence having been committed by a num- 
ber of Hyots in the Belgatchee Thannah, Ly 
attacking and plundering the house of a Factory 
Servant, whilst the offenders are not yot appré- 
hended, and no Magisterial Officer is available to 
proceed to the epot, to be unsatisfactory. In the 
present temper of the Ryots in some quarters it, is 
of the first importance to punish promptly the 
first outrage of this nature. 

3. The case of the reported severe beating of a 
Factory Cowherd, in another quarter, with no report 
of the apprehension of the offenders, is also uusa- 
tisfactory. 

4, With a view to afford you additional Ma- 
gisterial aid for the prompt iuvestization and 
disposal of such cases, another Deputy Magistrate 
(Moulvy Gholam Hossein,) exercising the full 
powers of 1 Magistrate, has been appointed to 
Furrcedpore, and directed to proceed to join his 
appointment without delay. It has been ‘notified 
by Telegraph that this Oflicer will leave for Fur- 
reedpore on Sunday neat. 

This Officer can be deputed by you to any place 
where a turbulent disposition manifests itself.

- Sir,—Tne Memorandum submitted with your 
letter of the 24th September Inst hus been laid 
before the Lieutenant-Governor, who has commn- 
nicated with the Magistrate of Muldah cn the 
subject; and I have now the honor to communi- 
cate to you the steps which have been taken to 
give effect to your suggestions, 

2, When the Railway was opened to Rajmebal, 
aSteam Ferry Boat way placed upon the River for 
the convenience of persons travelling from Calcutta, 
to Darjeeling and the North-Eastern Districts of 
Bengal. Atthe Ferry Ghaton the Maldah side of 
the River an Accommodation Hut is in courso of 
construction, and until its completion, Travellers 
can avail themselves of a Tent furnished with bed, 
table, chairs, &e., whieh has been plaved there for 
the convenience of the public by the Magistrate 
of Maldah, 

8. To avoid the additional four miles, which 
Passengers to Dinagepore and Darjeeling had to 
make in order to reach the Dik Bungalow at the 
English Bazar of Maldah, a short cut will be made 
from the main Road direct to the Nemasaraie Ghat, 
to which place the Dik Bungalow will be removed. 


4, At Dowlutpore, a Town distant about thirty 
miles from Maldah and about forty miles from Di- 
nagepore, a Dik Bungalow is now being built. 


5. Your concluding suggestion refers to the 
inconvenience to which Travellers are subjected 
through the non-attendance of Bearers at the 
regular stages. To remedy this inconvenience you 
propose that orders should be issued fur stati 
Chowkedars at the halting stages. The Liente- 
nant-Governor considers the interference of the 
Police objectionable, wherever it can be avoided, 
and asthe Post Office Department is not under the 
Bengal Government, he is unable to isaue orders 
for the better regulation of the Dawke of Travellers, 
or to take up complaints in this matter.

Colonel Jenkins has passed through a service of 
more than fifty years, and during twenty-six of 
these he his held the post of Commissioner of 
Assam and Governor General’s Agent on the North- 
E£astern Frontier. He hus discharged the duties 
of this post with advantage to the Country and 
with great credit to himself. He has reevived on 
several ovcasions the approval of six successive 
Governors General. 

But His Excellency is of opinion that Colonel 
Jeukine’s service has exceeded the term after which 
it 1s desirable, in the interests of the State, that an 
Officer’s employment on active Civil or Politica! 
duties in India should cease. 

Also His Excellency considers that, though 
Colonel Jenkins’s case does not come within the 
tevter of the Rulo which limits the period of the 
service of Civil Servants, und which prescriles that, 
after thirty-five years’ service, no Civil Servant shall 
he permitted to retain an Olfice which he has held 
for five years or upwards, yo that this Rule ean 
not be fairly applied 10 those who are exclusively 
of the Civil Service, unless its spirit be extended 
to cases such as that of Colonel Jenkins. 

For these reasons Colonel Jenkins is relieved of 
Civil employ. 

The Governor General desires that it be record- 
ed that Colonel Jenkins quits his post with all 
honor, and that he carries with him 
acknowledgment by the Government of India of 
the services which he has rendered to it,

The Penal Code was passed by {he Legislative 
Council, and wecived the ascent of the Governor 
General in Council on the 6th Ostober last. 

The English version of the Code haa been 
already published im the Calenlla Government 
Gazetle: and an approved Jdition of it, as finally 
settled, will be in the hands of all Officers before 
thaend of the year. It ie desirable tha! before it 
come into force on the Ist May, all young Officers 
should make themselves acquaintel with the pros 
visions of the Law which they will be required to 
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administer from and after that date. On the 
other hand, it is obviously useless to require from 
them evidence of familiarity with a system of Law 
which will be very shortly abrogated. 

The Honorable the Licutenant-Governor has 
therefore resolved and hereby notifies for the in- 
formation of all concerned that all Officers 
acquainted with the English language, who are re- 
quired by existing orders to appear before the 
Committees of Examination in April 1861, will be 
expected to possess a competent knowledge of the 
provisions of the Penul Code, and that in the 
Judicial Criminal branch of the Exantination, the 
eaid Code will be the prinespal subject of Examinu- 
tion. 

No translation of the Code in Oordoo having 
yet been completed, and there Leing no probu- 
Dility that such a translation will be in the hands 
of Native Officers entrusted with Magisterial 
powers before March or April next, it will be 
obviously impossible for such of them as are 
unacquainted with the English language to acquire 
a knowledge of its provisions enabling them to 
pass any Examination in it. 

The Licutenant-Governor has therefore resolved 
Turther that these Officers shall be permitted to 
attend the April Examination in respect of Revenue 
subjects only, und that those who suceved in 
passing according to the required standaid in that 
branch shall appear before the Committee of 
Examination in October 1561, with a view to their 
Examination in the Penal Code. 

In re publishing for general information the 
following Resolution from the Government of 
India, in the Financial Department, No. 126, 
dated 12th inant, the Hon'ble the Licutenant- 

Governor earnestly begs the careful attention of 
all Officers serving under the Government of the 
North-Western Provinees, to the remarks and 
admonitions which it contains regarding the 
necessity of reductions of expenditure. 

Each Officer will particularly bear in_ mind 
that this is pot to be regarded as un ordinary 
instruction, or as a mere it tion of the wishes 
of the Government of India, but as a positive and 
absolute injunction. 

The strictest economy in. every branch, and in 
every detail of every branch of the administration, 
oust be enforced. 

Not a Rupee must be expended, the expendi- 
ture of which is not absolutely essential to the 
furtherance of the Puble Service. 

The laieutenant-Governor is confident that 
every Officer who ix charged with the regulation 
of Departmental expenditure will not only 
acknowledge the necessity, under present cireum- 
stances, of reducing ull charges which are not 
indispensable to the efficiency of his Department, 
but will also see that it is a duty incumbent 
upon him to second and assist within his sphere, 
however small it may be, the earnest endeavours

Extract of a Memorandum cn the Cultivation 


‘and Mannfacture of Indigo in the Mooltan 
District, by J. H. Morris, Esq. 


Two1a0 being one of the mont valuable staples of 


this District, as well as the chi! Revenue paying 
crop of three of the prineipal Tehsc cls 1m the same, 
it has appeared to me worth while to draw upa 
Memorandum on the subject of its culture, and 
mamnfuctme here, together with a few general 
remarks on the prol able future catension of this 
most valuable product. 

2, The best description of land to grow Indigo 
is a light rich soil, without too much clay on the 
one hand or sand on the other; towards the low 
landa of tho River loss attention is paid to coil, 
but then the produce is gencially inferior both im 
quality and quantity. Sultpetre (“ Kullur”) in the 
soil almost entirely provents the growth of Indi: 
The best Indigo is grown in the high lands 
(© Oater or Rawa”), where there a regular and 
plentiful supply of water 


3. No soil hawever good vill grow Indigo 
without a grent deas of irrigation, and in this 
District, Canal water is almost entirely used for 
this purpore, the method most in vogue being by 
overflow (“ Poggoo”), the quantity that can be 
raised by this method being only limited by the 
extent of the area that can be brought under the 
influence of irrigation, little or no lubor or expense 
heing-inourred. Next to  Paggoo,” irrigation 
hy Jalare an the Cunal is preferred; this method 
is alan mach in vogue, especially in Estates where 
the Wand ‘is ahove the low level of t Canal, and 
cannot ha feached by the  Pagoo” irrigation, and 
although more expensive, still it ison the whole 
mare certain. As to simple well irrigation, this 
crop requires such constant tupplies of water that

12. When the Plant is ready two men are 
«ployed at Rupees 5 a month on each set of 
Vate ; one cul» the Plant, the other attends to the 
latter operation of mannfacturing und collecting 
the Indigo, ‘The Plant when cut is tied up in | 
bundles and at once taken to the larger Vate, in 
Which they are placed upright with the stalks 
downwards, each Vat containing from eight to ten 
undies ; at evening the water 1s let in sufficiently 
to entirely cover the Plaut,in which it is kept 
pressed down by heavy beams of wood placed 
actors it. 1t is of importance that this steeping 
takes place as goon as possible after the Plant is 
cut, otherwise it dries up and is spoilt. After the 
Plant has been steeped from twenty-four to thirty- 
fx hours, itm taken out, leaves and all, leaving 
only the liquid in the Vats, which the second 
woaknan now begins to churn up with an inetray 
ment hike a large paddle; this lasts about four 
hours, and ip an act requiring great practice.

w called “ Lelluwa,” the object being to assist the 
Indigo or sediment to precipitate, which it does 
m about an hour after the churning is over.

and allowed to settle all night. In the morning 
the water is again drawn off from the amaller Vat, 


the sodiment carefully collected, tied up in acloth, 
and drained on a heap of end; finally it ie dried 
in the aun, kneaded into a paste with the hand, 
and made up into small bulls, a little oil being 
added to heighten the color. 

13, The refuse matter of the steeping, com. 
monly called “yall,” is used as manare for all 
crops indiscriminately ; it is cousidered a good 
manure for poor lund, bur it is not carefully used, 
and often does not amalgamate with the soil till 
the crop is nwarly ready for cutting. Canal water 
is almost invariably used for the steeping process, 
the Vats being generally built in the vicinity of 
some large eut ur branch of the Canal, from which 
an simple supply of water can be at once obtained, 

Ap before stated, although the Plant re- 
quires regular and constant supplies of water, too 
much is fatal ; slight falls of rain are boneficial, Lut 
heavy or continued rain is very injurious, either 


| washing all the coloring macter out of the leaves, 


or else causing them to drop off. The Plant. also 
will not bear submersion for any lengthened 
period, thus making good drainage an essential to 
its enecess. It is also subject to be attacked by a 
green insect somewhat. resembling the blight, and 
called “ Mooah Saree,” which makes its appear- 
ance at ull stages of its growth ; another disease 
also common to it in its earlier stages, 
from the fifteenth to thirtieth day, brought on by 
execasiye heat; and the hot winds, which causes 
the Plant to dry up and wither away. 

15. A set of Vuts, as above stated, costs about 
Rupees 80—the two large Vats being four and ahalf 
fect in diameter, and three and one-sixth in depth, 
whilst the smaller Vat is about half the size, and 
even Jess. ‘The Vats are built, by the Proprietor, 
who also bears all the expenses of keeping the 
same in repair, &., which are however trifling. 
All other expenses of manufacture, &., are borne 
hy the Cultivator up to the time that the Indigo 
is ready for the markets, when the produce is 
divided; the Proprietor generally taking one-third 
as his share. 1 must not also omit to mention that 
a beeguh of land will generally grow enough Plants 
to fill four pair of Vats, and that each pair of Vata 
will produce rather about more than two seers per 
diem during the steeping eeagon, thus making 
the averaye yield of Indigo per beegah to be from 
eight to ten soers. 


16. The following is a pretty correct. estimate 
of the average detailed expenditure per beegah

Now, assuming the yearly yield to be eight stuty, 
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and the price 50 Rupees per maund, wo get the 
money-value of the grown produce per buegah to 
be 10 Rupecs; therefore the net profit per beegah will 
be 10 Rupees—5-4—=1-12, 1] must here mention 
that the above culculations of gross produce, 
ayerage price, &e, only apply to the ordinary 
Indigo lands of this District, and not to the very 
superior prodne of ¢he lands of the Shoojahbad 
Tehsecl, together with portions of Telisecls Mool- 
tan and Ladran, In these, notwithstanding that 
the Government Revenue ranges from 12 annas 
to Rupees 1-8 per beegah, the net profit will be 
pearly, if not quite double, that above stated. 

17. There ure three different kinds of Indigo. 
The first and best description called Pamuuad is 
koown by a reddish tinge pervading it ; in this the 
dye is richer and purer, whilst the spccilic gravity 
is less ; its averaye price ranges from Rupe: 
to $0 per maund, and it is conlined chielly to some 
of the best Estates of Tehsecls Shoojahbal, Moul- 
aun, and Ladran, The second Lind is called 
Pukka Sawud ; its specific gravity is greater, whilst 
the dye is inferior in color, and eontains a larger 
proportion of impurities ; it fetehes from 4) to ¢ 
Nupees per maund. The third, Avécha Suwuh, is 
altogether inferior, and sells at from 25 to 40 
hupces per muund. 

is. ‘Ihe value of the Indigo is determined 
wlely by tho richness und purity of the dye, 
which again is almost entirely depen lant on the 
manufacture, an act requiring the utmost. skill 
and discriminatim, and one that can only be 
arnt by long and constant: practice, ‘The chuun- 
ing process (ilang) is the most important ; if, 
ins continued too long, the Indigo is spoiled 5 if 
not enough, the color 1s dead and full. So again 
with thesteeping—any mistake as to the time of 
removing the weights and extracting the Plants. 
will greatly deteriorate the quality of the dyo 


























‘The value of the produce is also im some measure |

dependant onthe soil, though, as abo t 
chief consideration is the irrigation, a plentiful 
and regular supply of water being required to 
enure a good crop. Another important eousidera- 
ton is the state of the atmosphere at the cutting sea- 
wou. It should be clear and sunny without either 
rain or clouds, which have an injurious effect on 
the produce. 


20. From the above description of the manu- 
facture of Indigo in this Distriet, it will be seen 
low rude the mode is, and how ill calculated for 
the produetion of' so rich and valuuble a dye, still, 
notwithetanding this, it ie greatly sought after by 
foreign Merchants, large, quantities being carly 
esported to Bombay, Cabsol, and other places. 
Jhave also heard that, notwithstanding the rude- 

sof the maaufactare, so good is the actual 

ve as to astonish many Bengal Planters who 
have seen it.* That the quality of the Indigo 
grown bere is such that, with proper supervision 
and careful mmauafacture, it would amply repay any 
amount of capital 1 ded on its production is 
evident from Meiverpeetter to the Commissioner, 
‘dated 17th Q 1855, in which he states

Having by these means provided the irrigation 
necessary for the production of Indigo, its growth 
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was encouraged by. lighter “ bhaolee boing 
fixed for all new lands brought undor this erop, so 
that in the course of a few years there was a very 


visible and large inerease in the amoant of Indigo 
annually produced. This was particularly the 
case with the Sutle) Camis, from one of which 
alone the Sirdarwah of Tehseel Ludran, the Dewan 
realized from nine hundred to one thousand maunds 
per annum of excellent Indigo, where the Puttan 
did not get two hundred. 

23 Such wus the state of things on the 
aceossion of British Rule in 1819, hut frum that time 
up to the present date, L fear there has been a 
gradual fa'ling-of!'in the production of this most 
Valuable produce, which may, I think, be ascribed 
chiclly to two causes, Ist, to the want of direct 
Government interest in the production of this or 
any other particular crop; and, secondly, to the 
absence of any sutislactory atrangements for the 
effectual clearance of the Inundation Canals, 
Under the Seik Government it was the principal 
ject of each Ruler to realize as much Revenue as 








possible, and consequently, with collections made 
in kind, the more valusble the crop, the larger the 
amount realized, hence one and all were perxonally 
interested in encouraging the growth of so valu- 
ablea produce as Indizo, towards which they assis 
ed not only with their power and influence, but, 
also with their capital, by lending peeumary aid 
to those who withont it would have been unable 
to make a beginning. So again with the Inunda- 
tion Canals, cach Kardar was made responsible 
that the supply of water was plentiful and regular ; 
indeed so well aware was Sawan Mull that the 
suecesssful production of Indigo depended 
on an carly, plentiful, and constant supply of 
water, that the effectual clearance and punctual 
opening of the Canal was considered us much the 
duty of the Kardar as the velloction of the Reve- 
nue.

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2. I have in the course of my recent march through Upper India been forcibly 
struck by the want of some clear and well understood rule of practice in gar dealings 
with the Princes and Chiefs upon this subject. : 


It is not that the measures taken, under the orders of the late Court of Directors, in 
dealing with doubtful or lapsed successions, have not in many instances been liberal, 
and even generous ; and certainly there is not, at the present moment, any disposition 
on the part of Native States to doubt tho general good will towards them of the par- 
amount power. But there appears to be a haze of doubt and mistrust in the mind of 
each Chief as to the policy which the Government will apply to his own State in the 
event of his leaving no natural heir to his throne, and each secins to feol, not without 
reason, that in such caso the ultimate fate of his country is uncertain. * 


3. Itis to this alono that I can atiribute the extraordinary satisfietion with 
which my assurance to Sindiah that the Government would see with pleasure his adop- 
tion of a successor if lineal heirs should fail jim, and that it was the dese of the par- 
amount power that his House should be perpetuated aud flourish, was aecopted by those 
attached to his Court ;—to the extent that at Chvalior the news was received with re- 
joicing very like that which would have marked the birth of an hei For there is 
not a Stato in India, which has had stronecv or more practical proofs of the wish of the 
British Government that its integrity should be maintained, than Gwalior; from the 
time when, in 1826 and 1827, the then Maharajah was in his last illness perseveringly 
pressed by Lord Amberst to adopt an heir, and was assured that nothing eould be fur- 
ther from the wish and intention of the Government than to exercise then or there- 
after any intervention in the internal administration of his eountry, or to pretend to 
control the succession to his State, down to 1843 when the present Maharajah, then 
a child, was placod upon his throne, and confirmed in the possession of it by Lord El- 
lenborough in person. 





4, To the same cause [ ascribe the manifest pleasure of the Maharajah of Re- 
‘wah when, a like assuranc? was given to him. He said to me that his family had been 
in Rewah for eleven hundred ygars, and that’ my words had dispelled an all wind that 
had long been blowing upon him. A son had lately been born to him; but if any 
Prince might reasonably expect his adoption of a suecessor to be respected without a 
special promise to that effect, it wonld be one who ws b und to us by treaty, and who 
can show an unusually long and yninterrupted desesnt from an ancient Rajpoot stock, 
which for centuries has steadily held its own against all intrusion whether by Mahome- 
dans, Mabsattas, or Pindarics, asis the case with the Maharajah of Rewal. 






5, T could adduce other instances. such as those of the Maharajah of Cashmere, 
the Maharajah of Puttvala, and the Chicfs of the Cis-Sutledge country, in which the 
value attached to the announcement, and the eagerness tu hwe it solemnly recorded, 
were strongly marked. 


6. 1 believe that the chief cause of this fecling is the vagueness that has prevailed 
in our policy respecting adoptions. That policy has not only been incoherent, but 
even when an adoption has been adinitted there has often been long disewsion in India 
and references*to the Home Government, bulor a final decision has been taken. there- 
by giving rise to'doubts of our real desire to admis it. 





7. But it isnot only through what has passed between the Government of India 
and Native Courts, that our hesitation and unevrt unty have b-va mads manifcst to the 
latter, Within the.ldat ten or twelve years, the d seu-sion between the Government of 
India and the Hpma, Government, and the keen cuntlict of opinions between individu- 
aleatt skpericnce und of the highest authority in India and in Mn land, upom this 
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question pf adoption, have been laid bare to all who have chosen to examine them. 
Since 18%9,,the official correspondence on not less than sixteen or seventeen cases of 
doubtful succesgion and of adoption have been printed by orders of Parliament. In 
these papers, there is every variety of opinion as to the claims of Native States on the 
one hand, and as to the duty, rights, and policy of the British Government on the 
other, 


And it must not be supposed that, because these documents are published in Blue 
Books and in English, they are beyond the knowledge of Native Courts. They are, 
on the contrary, sought for and studied by those whose dearest prospects they so close- 
ly affect. It is not many months since I was informed by the Governor Ceneral’s 
Agent in Cvntral India, that a Native Court had received from England the Pa:ha- 
mentary papers on Dhar before they had reached my own hands 


8. A brief examination of the papers named in the margin will show how irre-

10. Neither is there agreement on the subject of our own rights. On this head there 
arise, as might be expected, many complications from differences of origin, of race, and of” 
tradition amongst the various Native States. Some are designated “ independent,” as 
having maintained their existence under successive paramount dynasties, and having suf- 
fered comparatively little interference in their internal affairs from any. Such are the Rej- 
pootana States, some of the Bundelcund States, and others. Some are called “ depend- 
ent” as having been created or re-established by the Moguls, or the Peishwa, or our- 
selves, and: as having been invested in some instances with authority short of Sovereign 
authority. Such were Sattara, Jhansi, Jalaoun. Then there are disputed points arising 
out of race and usages :—whether in a Rajpoot State the widoweof a Rajah 
may adopt a son without having received her husband’s permission,? To what extent 
ina Rajpoot State the voice of the principal Officers of the State is necessary to the 
recognition of the succession? Whether in a Bundela State the Chief may adopt a 
stranger to the exclusion of collaterals? Whether in Hindoo States generally 
the senior widow of a Chief is allowed to adopt unreservedly, or is limited to 
a choice within certain degrees of affinity? These are points of nicety which probably 
it woyld be impossible to rule absolutely, and with satisfaction to all. But, pytting 
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aside for the present all small complications, there remain broad and important ques- 
tions of right on our part, upon which the very highest of our Officers are at issue.

13. Another point upon which stiong difference of opinion will be found in the 
papers referred to, and which has a most important bearing upon the claims of many 
Native States, is the meaning of the words “heirs and successors,” in the several trea- 
ties and grants in which we find thom used. 


The instances i jn which the Government of India has bound itself by engagements 
or concessions to ® Chiof and “his heirs and succcssors,”*or “to his heirs for ever,” 
without explanation of what is to constitute the right of succession or inheritance, are 
very nuyperous. ‘The question arises whether the expression is to Le uturpreted accord- 
ing. to gur own setise, which would Jimit it to heirs and successors by blood, or to be 

send 6 tésheirs and successors hy adoption, when the adoption has taken place in 
pa i with Hindoa lgw, and with the custom of the other party to the engagement. 


a 44-5 {Flsd question has never, so fur as I know, roceived an authoritative angwer. 
Perhaps the decision of the Court of Directors-on the case of Sattara muy be regarded as 
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having dotérmined: it against the admission of an adopted heir and suocessor whero a 
dependent Chiefship is conc.rned ; but this is not clear, for other considerations were 
mixed up in that cage. 


It ia a question which is sure to recur. There are several of the Hill States, the, 
possession of which was confirmed to their respective Chiofs by special grants after the 
Goorkha War of 1814, and in dealing with which a decision upon it may any day be 
called for, owing to the terms in which the grants are couched. 3 


15. Whilst thore has been so much doubt as to the duty and rights of our Gov- 
ernment in India, their has not been less as to its poltey 


16. Probably that view of our policy which would prescribe the retention 
in our hands of the power to disallow adoption, and thereby to secure to ourselves an 
accession of territory, could uot be expressed in torma more muderate or less calculated 
to alarm Native States than those uscd by Lord Auckland, when, in reference to the 
Colaba succession, he declared that we ought to “ persevere in the one clear and direct 
“course of abandoning no just and honorable accession of territory or revenue, while 
“all existing claims of right are at the same time scrupulously respected.” 


But this declaration contains nothing re-assuring or clear to those who will be 
most affected by it. It has been shown that the opinions of the vory highest authori- 
ties in India and in England,—of those, in fact, with whom alone the decision of such 
matters rested,—have differed widely as to what accessions of territory would be just, 
and as to what claims of right do exist, and do desorve our respect. 


17. Nor does it appear possible to lay down these points with certainty by any 
declaration, however detailed and elaborate, 


We profuss indved to be guided by tbe Hindoo law, and by the practice of those= 
who have preceded us as rulers in India. But as to what that practice has been we afe 
not agreed amongst oursclves. If indeed we never referred to it but for the purpose 
of avoiding carefully all new encroachments upon the libertics of Native States, and 
with the determination that our authority in questions of succession should be exercis- 
ed with at least as much forbearance as way shown by the Mahomedans and the 
Mahrattas, a little uncertainty would be immaterial. We could casily make sure of 
erring only on the right side But it has bon appealed to in support of a pretension 
to withhold or assent to adoption cven in the case of independent States, thereby 
making the State a lapse to the British Government ; and yet we have not shown, so 
far as I can find, u cingle instance in which adoption by a” Sovereign Prince has been 
invalidated by a refus«! of assent from the paramount power. = 


18 I venture to think that no such instance can be adduced, and that the prac- 
See Lotter from Sir H Lawrence on tice which has prevailed is truly described by Sir Henry 
Kerowius, 17ta November 1853 Lawrence, where he says, “The confirmation of the 
“ Suzerain is necessary in all cases ; he is the arbitrator of all contested adoptions; he 
“ean 8.t aside one or other for informality, irregularity, or for misconduct ; but it docs 
“ not appear by the rules or practices of any of the Sovereignties, or by our own prac- 
“tice with the Istumrardars of Ajimere, that the paramount State can refuse confirnia- 
‘“tion to one or other claimant, and confiscate the State, howéver small.” 


Iam aware that Sir Henry Lawrence, who when this was written was thé “Agent 
of the Governor General in Rajpootana, speaks only of that part of India. Bat dt 
though the strong brotherhood of the Rajpoot States, their geograpitidal ‘position, sind 
other circumstances, caused their relations with the Emperors of Delhi to remaih intite 
clearly defined and less subject to capricious change than’ thoss of other’ féudatoty: 
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States, T believe that there is no example of any Hindoo State, whether in Rajpootana 
or elscwhere, lapsing to the paramount power by reason of that power withholding its 
assent to an adoption. 

19. Jt has been argued that the right to grant sanction implies the right to with- 
* dee Minute of Mr, Reid, sud Lord Falktand hold it. This, however sound logically, is neither 
‘h SattarsBbeh April, and UBtb July, 148 ond nor safe practically. The histories of feudal 
governments furnish abundant cxamples of long established privileges habitually re- 
newed as acts of grace from the paramount powers, but which those powers have never 
thought of refusing for parposes of their own, or upon their own judgment alone. 


20. Then as regards our other rule of guidance, the Iindoo law. It has been 
Seo Letter of Sir George Olerk, on the Chiet- SAid by one who is well comp.tent to speak on the 
ship of Bughat, 10th November 1842, subject that, “it is hunting after a shadow to scarch 
“ for laws of inheritance to Chiefships in India, so fixed as the Government desires to 
“ obtain.” 
* * . ® % * ® . 
“The Hindoo Jaw, which is so comprehensive regarding rights to private pro- 
“ perty, does not provide distinctly for Chiefships. It is not fair therefore to desire a 
“claimant to support his pretensions by adducing fixed Jaws.” And in the same letter 
it is observed, in reference to certain views of the right of succession amongst the Hill 
Chiefs, that “ it is the inconsistency, caprice, and mutability of our opinions rogarding 
“ all great principles that is the bane of our supremacy in India.” I fear that as re- 
gards the matter now under consideration this is too true. 





21. And now I would beg Ter Muajesty’s Govermnent to consider whether the 
time has not come when we may, with adva to all, adopt and announce some rule 
in regard to succession in Natives States mory distinet than that which we have been 
seeking to derive from the sources above mentioned; not by sctting aside the Mindoo 

law, wherever that avails, and not by diminishing in the least degree the consideration 
Which the feudatory States have experiencod at the hands of former ruling dynasties ; 
but, on the contrary, by increasing this consideration, and at the same timo making our 
future practice plain and certain. 


22. A time so opportune for the step can never occur again, The last vestiges 
of the Royal House of Delhi, from which for our own convenience we had leng been 
content to accept a vicarious authority, have been swept away. The last pretender to 
the representation of the Peishwa has disappeared. The Crown of England stands 
forth the unquestioned ruler and paramount power in all India, and is for the first tirne 
brought face to face with its feudatories. There isa reality in the Suzerainty of the 
Sovereign of England which haz never existed before, and which is not only felt but 
eagerly acknowledged by the Chiefs. A great convulsion has been followed by such 
a manifestation of our strength as India, had never secon, and if this in its turn be fol- 
lowed by an det of general and substantial grace to the Native Chicfs, over and above 
the special‘rewards which have already been given to those whose services deserve 
them, the measure will be eéasonable and appreciated. 


F 28. Such an act of grace, and, in my humble opigion, of sound policy, would be 
an, assurance to every Ghiet above the rank of Jageerdar who now governs his awn 
‘ory, no matter how, small it may be, or where it may be situated, or whence his 
authority over it may in the first instance have been derived, that the paramount pow- 
px-donishe.to age bie Government perpetuated, and that, on failure of natural heirs, his 
adoption ofp, sudpessor according to Hindoo law (if ho be a Hindoo), and to the cus- 
tongs, pf lila sage, avill be recognised, and that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus 
made tobi, #0 long as his house ‘is Joyal to the Crown, and faithful to the conditions 
oftha.,.Teeaties on, grants which record its obligations to the British Government.

24, The effect to be expected from this measure may be shortly described. 


25. To the old Principalities of Rajpootana it would be of no dircet importance 
There adoptions hive boen hithorto genorally respocted by all Ruling Powers, and if 
any class of Chiefs feels secure that we shall not question their claims to adopt suceus,, 
sors, it ig probably the Princes of Rajpootana. : 


To the great houses of Sindiah, Holkar, Rewab, Puttiala, and to other smaller 
ones, to whem the promise bas already been made, it would be no new ecncession. 


But to all other Chiefs, to the Gackwar, and others in Western Tndia,—to thore 
in Central India, in Bundelound, and in the Hill States, it would be a most welcome 
assurance. 


«6. Tt would re-assure th.m upon a matter on which they are especially sensi 
tive,— the continuance of the rcp esentation and dignity of their families. 


lt would remove a distinction, already adverted to, which has been drawn botween 
independent and dependent States, founded (though J venture to think not quite cor- 
rectly founded) upon Lord Metealfe's Minute of October 28th 1837, and would do away 
with the difference of treatment between the mdependent Chiefs and the Chief of a 
State like Jaleoun or Jhansi, who, although he and his forefathers may have exercised 
tor more than a century the full functions of government, is not considered entitled to 
adopt a successor because the Pieshwa had iecognized his ane -stor only as a Subadar. 


1t would shew at once, and for ever, that we are not lying in wait for opportuni- 
ties of absorbing territury, and that we do deliberately desire to keep alive a feudal 
aristocracy where one still eaists. It would establish this more conclusively, and 
bring it home to many more minds than the promises and declarations recently made in 
Durbar t» the powerful Chiefs to whom we were under special obligations. 


27. Lhave proposed that the assurimee should: be given to every Chief who now 
governs his own teruitory, and who holds a position higher than that of a Jageerdar. 


This will muk a line which will Is genorally clear and int lligible, and it will ac- 
cord with the one main distinction drawn by Lord Metcalfe between Chiefs who are, 
and Clicfs who me not, entitled to adopt 4 


Neverth: less 1 think that some exceptions in favor of Jageerdars should be made. 
A Jageer is usually an assignment of land or revenue, in consideration of services, and 
not hereditary, or hereditary only for a gen-ration or two. But, as Lord Metcalfe 
observes, there are in Bundeleund Chie whom it is difficult to place in either of the 
classes which he describes ; and it is clear that 
i he alludes to some who are there called Jagcer- 
durs. Tn their case the word means inuch moro than in other parts of India. Their 
territories, and the administration thereof, have been granted to them and to their suc- 
cessors in perpetuity so long as certuin obligations are observed, and the concession of 
the privilege of adoption to the most influential amongst them would have a beneficial 
effect nut only in thatdisjointed Provinge, which, whatever may be our desire and how-

To the Mahomedan Chiefs then the assurance to be given would be that the 
paramount power desires to soe their governments perpetuated, and that any sue- 
cession to them which may be Tegitimate according to Maboinedan law will be upheld. 

29, I recommend that in every case, Mahomedan, or Hindvo, the assurance 

Gee Miunto of Lord Metcalfe, October 28th 1697, Should be conveyed to cach Chief individually, 
paragraph 8 and not by a geveral notification addressed ta, 
all. This would be necessary in order to avoid future claims from potty Jageerdars 
or others whom it is not intended to indlude m the measure. 


30. Tho proposed measure will not debar the Government of India from step- 
ping in to set right such serious abuses in a Native government as may threaten any 
part of the country with anarchy or disturbance, nor fiom assuming temporary chargo 
ofa Native State when there shall bo sutticient reason to do so, ‘This has long been 
our practice. We have repeatedly excreised the power with the assent, and sometimes 

at the desire, of the Chief Authority in the State, and itis one which, used with good 
judgment and moderation, it is desn able that we should retain. 1t will mdecd, when 
once the proposed assurance shall have been given, be more easy than heretofore to 
cxercise it without provoking Jealousy of any designs upon the independence of the 
State. 


31. Noither will the assurance, if worded as proposed, diminish our risht to visit 
a State with the heaviest penalties, even to confiscation, im the event of disloyalty or 
flagrant breach of engagement. 


Upon this point I beg torefer to the following passages in papers by Sir George 
Clerk ; 7 4 % “ . 
% We aiald look for escheats, not from such a source as the doubtful ripening

onfidenge in our general dismnterestedness, our severity, when 
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“ called for, would be rightly and beneficially understood ; and, for the most part, that 
“ confidence ‘would correct the motives to ueglectful or tyrannical conduct requiring 
“ punishment.” 


T consider these vigws to besound, not only in the cases to which they refer, but 
in those of Native States genenally ; and | would apply then generally, with this sipgle 
limitation, —that the penalty of sequestration, or confiseation, should 'be used only when 
the misconduct or oppression is such as to be tiot éhly heinous in itself, but of a na- 
ture to constitute indisputably a breach of loyalty or of recorded engagement to the 
paramount power. 


82, Ttiscertain that objection to the proposed measure will be taken on the 
ground that it will cut off futures»pportunitics of accession of territory, and that it is our 
duty not to forego these. T regard this not as an objection, but as a reconunenda- 
tion ; and T cannot tako that view of our duty. 








Notwithstanding the greater purity and enlightenment of our administra- 
higher tone, and its surer promise of future benefit to the people, as com- 





tion, i 
pared with any Native Government, 1 still think that we have before usa higher and 
tpore pressing duty than that of extending our direct rule ; and that our first care should 
be to strengthen that rule within its present limits, and to secure for our general su- 
premacy the contented acquiescence and respect of all who are subjected to it. 








Our supremacy will never he heartily accepted and respected so long as we leave 
ourselves open to the doubts whieh are now felt, and which our uncertain policy has 
justified, as to our ultimate intentions towards Nutive States. 


We shall not become stronger so long as we continue adding to our territory with- 
out adding to onr European force ;and the additions to that foree which we already 
require are probably as large as England can conveniently furnish, and they will cer- 
tainly cost as much as India can conveniently pay. 


As to 1 Governmeut, onr English Officers are too few for the work which they 
have on their hands, and ony financial means are not yet equal to the demands upon us. 
Acccssion of territory wil not make it casier to distharge our ulready existing daties in 
the administration of justice, the prosecution of public works, and in many other ways. 








31. The safety of our rule is inereasod, not diminished, by the mainten- 
ance of Native Chics well affected to us. Setting aside the well known ser- 
ices rendered hy Sindiah, and, submequently, by the Maharajahs of Tewab, 
Chirkaree, and others over the wide tract of Central India, where our author- 
ity is most broken it upon by Native States, I venture to say that thore is no 
man who remembers the condition of Upper India in 1857 and 1858, and who is 
not thankful that in the centre of the large and campact British province of Rohil- 
ceund there remained the solitary little State of Rampore still administered by its own 
Mahomedan prince; and that on the borders of the Punjab, and of the districts above 
Delhi, the Chief of Puttiala and his kiusmen still retained their hereditary authority 
unimpaired. 





In the time of which T speak, these patches of Native government served as. 
breakwaters to the storm which would otherwise have swept over us in one great 
“wave. ‘And in quiet times they have their usos;—Restless men who will accept ho pro- 
fession but arms, crafty intriguers bred up in Native Courts, and others who would 
chafe atour stricter and more formal rule, live there contentedly, And should the day 
come when India shall be threatened by an external encmy, or when the interests of 
England clsewhere may require that her Eastern Empire shall incur more than ordi- 
nary risk, one of our best mainstays will be found in these Native States. But to mite 
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them so, we must treat their Chiefs and influential families with consideration and gener- 
osity, teaching them that in spite of all suspicions to the contrary their independence 
issafe, that we are not waiting for plausible opportunities to convert their country into 
British territory, and convincing them that they have nothing to gain by helping to 
isplace us in favor of any new rulers from within or ff hout.

£38. lt wegdong ago said by Sir John Malcolm, that if we made all India into 
Zillahs it was not in the’natyge of things'that our Kmpire should last fifty years ; but 
that ifwe could keep up a number of Native States, without political power, but as 
royal instruments, we should exist in India as long as our Naval superiority in Eu- 
rope was maintained. . 


Ofthe substantial truth of this opinion I have ng doubt, and recent events have 
made it more deserving of our attention than ever.

In my Despatch No. 42 of the 26th ultimo, respecting the Chiefship of Bughat, L 
referred to another Despatch on the subject of the I1ill States gencrally as having been 
addressed to you. I regrot that I was not able to send the last mentioned Despatch 
by the same Mail with that which referred to it. 1 now repuir the omission. 


2. 1 beg to call your attention to the Memorandum upon the Hill States, which 
Mr. Barnes, the Commissioner of the Cis Sutledge Division, has drawn up. It describes 
concisely, but very clearly, the position in whieh the Hill Chiefs stand towards the 
British Government, and it peesents (as [ venture to think) very strong reasons for 
adopting the course which 1 have pressed upon you in a Despatch of the 30th ultimo, 
of declaring to the Hill Chief as to others, that filing lineal heirs, or heirs of their 
own blood, their adoption of successors to their Chiclships will be recoguized. 








3. The Commissioner has suggested this and another alternative course, by cither 
of which confidence might bo given to the Chiefy, and consistency aud greater liberality 
secured in our treatment of cases of succession and lapse. The alternative is, that invest- 
igation should be made of the pedigree of cach Clicf’s family for 150 years back, and 
that all descendants of the ancestor of that date should be admitted as eligible to the 
succession :—also that the former grants from the British Jovernment, mostly of the 
dete of 1815, should be recalled, and that they should be renewed in this more liberal 
spirit. 

4. I am of opinion that the concession of adoption is by far the preferable 
measure. It avoids ‘tedious investigations, some of which might prove of uncertain 
result,and the purpose of which might not be understood ; and it is more thoroughly in 
acc with the traditions and feclings of Rajpuot Families. Whichever course be 
chosen, 1 would not recall the grants of 1815 This process is not uccossary, and is 
better, §mitted, even thoagh the objoct be to make tho terms of the grants more favora-

“people are abl to migrate, without restraint, ftom the territory of one Till Chicf-to 
that of another, each of whom is glad enough to receive upon his Jan ls refugees fiom 
his neighbour's State, and none daring to resent their reception, as would have been 
done vefore our rule became paramount in these Hills.

7. tn some of the States the value of the ground for tea culture is indisputable ;

Sin,—Is accordance with the intention express- 
ed in my Despatch No. 16, of the Gth of Decem- 
ber last, I desire to bring to the notice of Her 
Majesty’s Government the general subject of 
adoption, as affecting the sneccssion to the Native 
States and Principalities of India. 





2. Thave in the course of my recent march 
through Upper India been forcibly struck by the 
want of some clear and well understood rule of 
practice in our dealings with thu Princes and 


Chiefs upon this subject. 





It is not that the mensures taken, under the 
orders of the late Court of Directors, in dealing | 
with doubtfal or lapsed successions, have not in | 
many instances been liberal, and even generous ; 
and certainly there is not, at the present moment, 
any disposition on the part of Native States 
to doubt the general good will towards them of 
the paramount power. But there appears to Le a 
haze of doubt and mistrust in the mind of cach 
Chief as to the policy wiich the Government will 
apply to his own State in the event of lis leaving 
no natural heir to his throne, and each seems to 
fee], not without reason, that in such case the ulti- 
mate fate of his Country is uncertain. 


8. It is to this alone that I can attiibute the 
extraordinary satisfaction with which my assurance 
to Sindiah that the Government would sce with 
pleasure his adoption of a euceessor if lineal heirs 
should fail him, aud that 2b was the GeBire of the 
paramount power that his House should be perpe- 
tuated and flourish, was accepted by those attached 
to his Court ;—to the extent that at Gwalior the 
news was received with rejoicing very like that 
which would have marked the birth of an heir. 
For there is not a State in India, which has had 
stronger or more practical proofs of the wish of 
the British Government that its integrity should 
be maintained than Gwalior ; from the time when, 
in 1826 and 1827, the then Maharajah was in his 








to adopt an heir, and was assured that nothing 
could be further from the wish and intention of 
the Government than to exercise then or there- 
after any intervention in the internal administra- 
tion of ‘his Country, or to pretend to control the 
succession to his State down to 1843, when the 
present Maharajah, then a child, was placed upon 
his throne, and confirmed in the possession of it 
by Lord Ellenborough in person, 





4. To the same cause I ascribe the manifest 
pleasure of the Maharajah of Rewah when a like 
assurance was given to him. [He said to me that 
hie family had been in Rewab for cleven hundred 
years, aud that my words had dispelled an ill wind 
that had long been blowing upon him. A son 
had lately been born to him; but if any Prince 
might reasonably expect his adoption of a sueces- 
sor to be respected without a spcciul promise to 
that effect, it would Le one who is hound to us by 
treaty, and who can show an unusually long and 
uninierrnpted descent from an ancient Rajpoot 
stock, which for centnries has steadily held its 
own against all intrusion whether by Mahome- 
dans, Mahrattas, or Pindaries, as is the case with 
the Maharajah of Rewah. 





5. I could adduee other instances, euch as 
those of the Maharajah of Cashmere, the Maha 
jah of Putteala, snd the Chiefs of the Cis-Sutl 
Country, in which the value attached to the 
announcement, and the eagerness to have it 
solemuly recorded, were strongly marked. 


6. 1 believe that the chief cause of this feeling 
is the vagueness that has prevailed in our pohey 
respecting adoptions. hat poliey has not only 
lcen incoherent, but even when an adeption has™ 
been admitted there has often been long diseus- 
sion m India and references to the Home Govern- 
ment, before a final decision has been taken, 
thereby giving rise to doubts of our real desire to 
admit it. 





7. But it is not only through what has pussed 
between the Government of India and Native 
Courts that our hesitation and uncertainty have 
been made manifest to the laiter. Within tho 
last ten or twelve years, the discussion between 
the Goverument of India and the flome Govern- 
ment, and the keen conflict of opinions between 
individnals of experionce and of the highest 
authority in India and in England, upon this 
question of adoption, have been laid bare to all 
who have chosen to examine them. *Since 1849, 
the cflicial correspondence on not less than sixteen 
or seventeen cases of doubtful succession and of 
adoption have been printed by orders of Parlia- 
ment. In these papers, there is every variety of 
opinion as to the claims of Native States on the 
one hand, and as to the duty, rights, and policy 
of the British Government on the other, 


And it must not be qupposed that, because these 
documents are published in Blue Books and in 
English, they are beyond the knowledge bf Native 
Conrts. They are, on the contrary, sought for 
and studied by those whose dearest prospecta the} 
so closely affect.

14, Thie question has never, so far as 
1 know, received an authoritative anewer. 
Perhaps the decision of the Court of Directors 
on the case of Sattara may, be regurded ns 
having determined it against the admission of an 
adopted heir and successor where a dependent 
Chielship is concerned; but this is not clear, for 
other considerations were mixed up in that cuse. 


It in a question which is sure to recur, There 
are several of the Hill States, the possession of 
which was confirmed to their respective Chiefs by 
special grants after the Goorkha War of 1811, 
and in dealing with which a decision upon it may 
any day be called for, owing to the terms in which 
the grants are couched. 

15. Whilst there has been so much doubt as 
to the duty and rights of our Government in 
India, there has not been less us to its policy. 

16. Probably that view of our policy which 
would prescribe the retention in our hands of the 
power to disallow adoption, and thereby to eecme 
to ourselves an accession of territory, could not he 
expressed in terms more moderate or less caleu- 
lated to alarm Native States than those used by 
Lord Auckland, when, in reference to the Colaba 
succession, he declared that we ought to “ persevere 
“Cin the one clear and direct course of abandoning 
“no just and honorable accession of territory or 
“revenue, while all existing claims of right ure at 
the same time serupulourly respected.” 


But this declaration contains nothing re-assur- 
ing or clear to those who will be most affected by 
it. It has been shown that the opinions of the 
very highest authorities in India and in England, 
—ef those, in fact, with whom alone the decision 
of such matters rested,—have differed widely as to 
what accessions of territory would be just, and as 
to what claims of right do exist, and do deserve 
our respect. 


17. Nor doce it appear possible to lay down 
these points with certainty by uny declaration, 
however detailed and elaborate. 


We profess indeed to be guided by the indoo 
law, and by the practice of those who have pre 
ceded us as Rulers in India But as to what that 
practice has been we are not agreed amonest 
ourselves. If indeed we never referred to it but 
for the purpose of avoiding carefully all new en- 
eroachments upon the liberties of Nutive States, 
and with the determination that our authority in 
questions of succession should be exercised with at 
least as much forbearanve aa was shown Ly the 
Mahomedansand the Mabrattas, alittle uncertainty 
would be immaterial. We could eusily make 
sure of erring only on the right side, But it has 
been appealed to in support of a pretension to 
withhold our assent to adoption even in the case 
of independent States, thereby muking the State 
a lapse to the British Government; and yet we 
havesnot shown, so far as I can find, = single 
instance in which adoption by @ Sovereign Prince 
has been invalidated yy @ refusal of assent from 
the paramount power, 








18. I venture to think that no such instaney 
can be adduced, and that the 
practice which has prevailed 
is truly described by Sir Henry 
Lawrence, where he says,— 
“The confirmation of the 
“ Suzerain is necessary in all casca; he is the arbi- 
“trator of all contested adoptions; he can set 
“aside one or other for informality, irregularity, or 
“for misconduct ; but it docs not appear by the 
“rules or practices of any of the Sovercigntivg, or 
“by our own practice with the Istamrardare of 
“ Ajmere, that the paramount State can refuse 
“ confirmation to one or other claimant, and con 
“ fiseato the State, however small.” 

I am aware that Sir Henry Lawrence, who 
when this was written was the Agent of the 
Governor General in Rajpootana, ‘speuke only 
of that part of India. But although the strong 
brotherhood of the Rajpoot States, their geogra- 
phical position} and other circumstances, caused 
their relations with the Emperors of Delhi to 
remain more clearly defined and less subject to 
capricious change than those of other feudatory 
States, L believe that there is no example of any 
Tindoo State, whether in Rajpootana or elsewhere, 
lapsing to the paramount power by reason of that 
power withholding its assent to an adoption.

33 Notwithstanding the greater purity and 
enlightenment of our administration, its higher 
fone, and its surer promise of future benefit: to 
the people, ax compared with any Native Govern. 
ment, [still think that we have before us a higher 
and more pressing duty than that of extending 
our dircet rule; and that our first cure should 
he to strengthen that rule within its present 
limits, and. to secure for our general supremacy 
the ecntented neqniescence and respect of all who 
are subjected to it. 

Our supremacy will never be heartily accept 
ed and respected’ sa long as we leave ourselves 
open to the doubts which are now felt, and which 
our uneertain policy has ustified. as to our alte 
mate intentions towards Native States. 

We shall not become stronger so long aa we 
continue adding fo our territory without adding 
to our European foree 5 and the additions to that 
force which we aheady require are probably as 
large as England can’ conveniently furnish, and 
they will ec nly gost as much as India can 
conveniently pay. 

As to, Civil Government, our English Officers 
are too few for the work which they have on their 
hands, and our financial means are not yet equal 
to the demands upon us. Accession of territory 
will not make it easier to discharge onr already 
existing duties in the administration of justice, 
the prosecution of public works, and in mony 
other 8.

remembers the condition of Upper India in 1857 
and 1$58, and who is not thankful thatin the 
centre of the large and compact British Province 








of Kohileund there remained the solitary little 
State of Rampore still administered by its own 
Mahomedm Prince ; and that on the borders 
of the Punjab, and of the districts above Delhi, 
the Chief of Pauttiala and his kinsmen still 
retained their hereditary uuthority unimpaired. 

In the time of which I speak, these patches of 
Native Government served a8 break-waters to the 
storm which would otherwise have swept over us 
in one great wave. And in quiet times they hyve 
their uses ;—Restless men who will accept no aN 
fession but arms, crafty intriguers bred up in Na- 
tive Courts, and others who would chafe at our 
stricter and more formal rule, hive there wuntentedly. 
And should the day come whon India shall be 
threatened by an external enemy, or when the 
interests of ingland elsewhere may require that 
her Eastern Empire shall ixfeur. more than 
ordinary risk, one of our best mainstays will be 
found in these Native States. But to make 
them sv, we must treat their Chiefs and influen- 
tial fansilies with consideration and generosity, 
teaching them that in spite of all suspivions to 
the contrary their independence is sate; that we 
are not waiting for plotie opportunitivg te con- 
vert their country ihto British territory, aod coh- 
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vineing them that they have nothing to gain by 
helping to displace us in favor of any new Rulers 
from within or from without. 

35. It was long agagsaid hy Sir John Mal- 
colm, that if we made all [ndia into Zillahs it w 
not in the nature of things that our Empire 
should last fifty years; but that if we could keep 
upanumber of Native States, without polticul 
power, but as royal instruments, we should exist 
in India as long as our Navul superiority in 
Europe was maintained. 

Of the substantial trath of this opinion 1 
have no doubt, and recent events have made it 
more deserving of our attention than ever.

ferred to another Despatch on the sulyect of the 
Hill States generally as having been addresced to 
you. T regret that L was notable to send the last 
mentioned Despatch by the same Mail with that 
which referred to it.  [ now repair the omission. 

2. I beg to eall your attention to the Mo- 
morandum upon the Hill States, which Mr, 
Barnes, the Commissioner of the Cis-Sutledye 
Division, has drawn up. It describes concisely, 
‘Dut. very clearly, the position in which the Ifill 
Chiefs stand towards the British Government, 
and it presents (as I venture to think} yery strony 
reasons for adopting the course which’ T have 
pressed upon you in a Despatch of the 3th ultimo, 
of declaring to the Hill Chiefs asto others, that 
failing lineal heirs, or heirs of their own blood, 
their adoption of successors to their Chietships 
will Le recognized, 

3. The Commissioner has suggested this and 
another alternative course, by cither of which 
confidence might be given to the Chiefs, and con- 
sistency and greater lierality secured in our 
treatment of cases of succession and lapse. The 
alternative is, that investigatio should be made 
of the pedigree of each Chiel’s family for 150 
years back, and that all descendants of the an- 
cestor of that date shoul be admitted as eligible 
to the suecession :—also that the former grants, 
from the British Government mostly of the date 
of 1815, should be recalled, and that they should 
be renewed in this more liberal spirit. 

4. Tam of opinion that the concession of adop- 
tion is by far the preferable measure. It avoids 
tedions investizations, some of which might prove 
6f uncertain result, and ¢ urpose of which might 
not be understood ; and it is more thoroughly in 
accordance with the traditions and feel of 
Rajpoot Fuimilics, Whichever course be chosen, 
I would not rees!l the grants of 1815, ‘This pro- 
cass is nc necessary, and is better omitted, even 
though the object be to make the terns of the 
gratite more favorable to the holders of them. 

5. A perusal of the pupers relating to Omaid 
Bing’s ease may perhaps suggest two objections 
to-giving to-the Hill Chiefs more lasting tenure 


























| of their States ;—the mismanagement and oppres- 
sion which, according to Sir George Clerk's testi 
| mony in 1912, then. prevailed in the Iills ; and 
| the value to the British Government. of retaining 
to itself the lapse of lands suited t» tea plantations 
and other purposes of improvement. 

6. Upon the first head I would observe, thar, 
in Sir George Clerk’s view, the greater respect 
which it is proposed to show to the old rights of 
| the Chiefs will leave us quite as well able as we 
| are now to punish and correct mismanagement and 
oppression hy temporary sequestration ; and thit 
the instances of oppression are not so frequent or 
serious as they used to be. 'Thig may be due. itt 
part, fo a closer watch kept upon the Chiels of 
late years ; but T believe that itis mainly to be 
| attributed to the fact that the people are able to 
migrate, without restraint, from the territory of 
one Till Chiet to that of another, each of whom is 
glad cnongh to receive upon his lands refugees 
from his neighbour's State, and none daring to 
resent their reception, as would have been done 
before our rule became paramount in these Hills. 
Each Chiel therefore, for his own interest, refrains 
irom oppression, 

7. In some of the States the value of the 
| ground for tea culture is indisputable; but, until 
other roads than the one great Thibet, Road are 
| carried through the Hills, the lands suitable for 
European settlers will continue to be very limited ; 
and although it might be a con oe tous that 
some of these lands should fall into our hands, it 
is certain that the direct government of at least 
one half of the Lill States would be a dead weight 
and a loss tous. ‘The Brilish Government cannot 
wisely desire to have east upon it the responsibility 
of administering, by its own Otlivers, States so far 
remote in the mountains, and so little productive 
or politically important as Bussuhir, Kombharsein, 
Mangul, Bhagul, and others; and if we pursue 
the course of annexing those which lie convenient- 

« we have done in the case of Bughat, and of 
allowing coliateral succession in those which it 
does not suit us to take, as we have done in the 
cave of Komharsein, we must not he surprised if 
our policy fails to be understood or respected.

My Lorn,—Pata. 1. In several reeent. com- 
munications, your Exeelleney hus informed me 
that during your viee-regal progress. through 
Central and Upper India, you availed yourself of 
oppovlumity that presented itself to you for 
a formal declaration, ia Durbar, that: the British 
Goverwnent desired to perpetuate, in undiminished 
power and prosperity, the Houses of those Native 
Princes and Chiefs, who, throughout the recent 
| period of trouble and disaster, har been true to 
| their allegiance to the paramount State. To the 
| Maharajahs Sindiah and Holkar, to the Maharajah 
of Rewah, to the Maharajah of Cashmere, to. the 
Great Chiefs of the Cis-Sutlej States and to others 
of less note, you publiely eonveyed the gratifying 
assurance that in the event of failure of direct 
heirs, the British Government would rewognise, as 
Chiefs of their several Houses, the heira adopted 
by them in accordance with the law and with the 
usages of their respective families, 
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x. inese we already received the 
approbation of ajesty’s Government. But 
gratifying as they were to the Princes and Chiefs, 
who were thus assured of the continuance of their 
Houses, it was not improbable that they would be 
regarded by the Native Community ut large as 
special acts of grace, in consideration of good 
service rendered to the paramount State, and that 
some feelings of doubt and disquietude might be 
excited in the minds of those to whom the same 
assurances had not been conveyed Your Excel- 
lency, therefore, lost no time placing upon 
record and Jaying before Her Majesty's Govern- 
‘ment the sentiments which you entertain with 
respect to the propriety of a more genera] measure 
of recognition, calculated to give renewed confi- 
dence to all the Princes and Chiefs of India whose 
winds had been unsettled by some recent decisions 
of the British Governmint. 


8. These sentiments I fave now before me in 
your Excellency’s letters, No. 43 A. of the 30th of 
‘April, and No. 46 of the Ith of May, and I have 
the gratification to inform you that Tam com. 
manded to communicate to. you Her Majesty’s 
approval of the principles which they enforce, and | 
the recommendation which they contain. 


4. Observing that such an opportnniry as the 
present can never occur again for the final eettle- 
ment of'a question which has long excited continua! 
conflicts of opinion and come inconsistencies of
